Dr. Nansen left Norway in the Frarn in 


June, 1893. He sent a dispatch 
from 


Vardo, Aug. 23,1893, which he had written 
at Charabowa in Yugorski strait on the 
second of the seme month announcing 
that he was about to sail into the Kara 
sea and that the Fram had behaved splen- 
didly. 


Dr. Nansen tried to discover the north 


pole by a route and under conditions 
which presaged great suffering and prob- 
able disaster. Undeterred by the fate of 
the Jeannotte and the ultimate destruc- 
tion of the ship by the" Siberian ice floes' 
Nansen sought the conditions which the 
Jeannotte long in vain strove to avoid 
and hoped to pluck safety and success 
from the very nettle of danger. 


He started in a specially constructed 


ship which, however, failed to commend 
itself to any arctic explorer, and plunging 
into the ice floes to thenortheait of the 
Kara sea, with bis courageous companies' 
expected to drift across or very near the 
neighborhood of the north pole. 


The party trusted entirely to favorable, 


ocean currents, which Nansen estimated 
would carry them across the unknown 
ro gions of the arctic zone into open water 
between Spitzbergen and Greenland. He 
figured on the average speed of the whole 
current at two nautical miles per day and 
contemplated an absence of two or three 
years, about the length of time he has 
now been absent. 


Today word has come that he has i o- 


oomplished the object of scientists and 
explorers during all historical time.

our city. My own acquaintance with him 
is very limited, having spoken vvith him 
but few times and these only casually. 
While I understand that others had 
looked him up carefully with satisfactory 
results I thought a little information ob- 
tained through personal interview with 
some one familiar with his career and 
work ;n New York might be desirable, 
both for him a-d for the community \vhere 
he is now so energetically at work. 


So last Svnday I called at the jerry Mc- 


Auley mission on Water street. I learned 
that they were very well acquainted with 
him there and well informed as to his 
work in New York and elsewhere for 
many years. He had not been regularly 
connected with the McAuley mission. He 
started the Florence mission on Bleecker 
street, doing very valuable work for it, 
and was its first superintendent. This is 
a 
mission for women and is one of 


the most prominent and successful in tbe 
city. C. N. Crittenton, a widely-known 
wholesale druggist, is one of its chief sup- 
porters. Mr. and Mrs. Allen .ire both 
very highly spoken of at the McAuley 
mission, Mr. Hadley, tbe superintendent, 
being a warm personal friend of Mr. 
Allen's.

Mr. Hadley was out for the day and I 


did not see him, but Mrs. Sherwood, who 
may be called toe mother of the mission, 
gave me much interesting information 
about the McAuley and other mission 
work. She has been connected with 
the McAuley mission for fourteen years 
and has known Mr. Allen about thirteen 
years. She spoke of him as a very sin- 
cere, active and earnest man, a tireless 
worker with a large and generous heart 
full of good-will and kindly intent toward 
the fallen and the suffering. Of both Mr. 
and Mrs. Allen she spoke only in favora- 
ble terms as being honest, good and true. 


Neither of them is said to have had a 


mysterious past, Mrs. Allen has always 
been a woman deserving respect. Mr. 
Allen is of a good New York family and 
has a brother in some commercial busi- 
ness in the city. While Mr. Allen is 
spoken of as a reformed man and a 
man with varied experience, he is not 
spoken of as having been known as what 
is commonly called a tough. His old life 
was one of those wild reckless lives so com- 
mon among a large happy-go-lucky ,de\ il- 
may-care set of fellows always going to 
ruin here. 
But he was saved before his 


strength and ambition were gone and he 
is now using them in the work of his 
choice. 


Only one fault was mentioned in con- 


nection with him, and that was that he 
was not considered a good financial mana- 
ger; and this was qualified with the doubt 
as to its being really a fault, for it was 
attributed wholly to his unlimited gener- 
osity.

should prove to be correct, the result will 
be a godsend to tbe afflicted and suffering, 
and especially to those who ha,ve what 
is regarded at present as incurable dis- 
eases."

rays of light are quite generally fatal to 
bacteria and then draws the following 
conclusion: "These wonderful rays, as 
you know, pass through boards, celluloid, 
human flesh, alumnium, etc., and yet act 
chemically upon bromide of silver, so 
that we are able to secure well-denned 
photographs. Now, if they will decom- 
pose certain chemicals after they have 
passed through solids, why may they not 
have the same effect upon the bacteria in 
the body?" 


Certainly the wonder grows.

The leech is a strange, unlovely creature. 


Fortunately it has gone out of fashion, but 
BO or 40 years ago, when medical men had 
n pleasant habit of bleeding every patient 
who fell into their hands, tho little blood 
suckers used to be In great demand. Even 
now the trade in leeches Is considerable. 


Leech fishing is not a pleasant occupa- 


tion. It condemns the Ushers to foggj 
mists, foul, muddy waters and fetid odors, 
and, 
worse than tbia, the fisher has him- 


self to be the bait. Blood for blood is th« 
motto of these sanguinary beasts, and 
nothing but a pair of plump and naked 
legs will tempt them from their stagnant 
pools. 


The leech lives a semiaqustlo existence. 


It must have plenty ot air and plenty oi 
water, and it likes them foul. They art 
caught in the spring and early summer. 
The men turn up their trousers.and wade, 
knee deep, into the water. The sight oi 
tha legs acts like a magnet on the leeohos. 
They make a rush for them, cling on and 
begin to suck. The men pick them 08 as 
fast as they can and put them into bags, 
which they curry fastened around theii 
waists. They do not lose any time, foi 
the little block creatures will swallow five 
times their own weight in the blood of a 
victim in no time and cause as much tc 
flow away. Toward the end of the season 
the leeches retire into deep water, and 
(hen their pnrmiera are compelled to wade 
ap to their chins. An alternative to this 
plan Is to take a raft out and dangle theii 
legs In the water. 


An expert catches many just as they are 


fastening on, and so saves a certain amount 
ot bloqd. This is nn important item. A 
good Usher can, if ho is careful, go on foi 
four or five hours before he gets exhausted 
from losa of blood. In that case he will 
have caught nearly 200 leeches. 


It is a funny, almost uncanny sight to 


sec tha unhealthy looking men wading 
through marshes and swamps and dirt; 
streams, their arms and legs bare, poking 
about among the rushes and turning tb< 
mossy pebbles over with their, toes in tbi 
hopes of stirring up some colony of IbechcB.

Many 
of these town libraries thus started by the 
state appropriation have been increased 
by gifts of books from individuals and 
organizations of various kinds, and in 
some instances liberal donations in money 
have been made.

start a library? We understand there are 
already at hand several volumes of books 
that formerly belonged to the old library, 
and these would fit in nicely. It should 
be understood that the amount appropri- 
ated by the state is Intended only as a 
stimulous to 
the 
formation of 
free 


public libraries, and it would be a good 
thing if Readsboro could receive a little 
stimulus. With a little effort we believe 
the thing can be accomplished. How 
many are willing to take hold and help 
push the matter?

INSTITCTi:. 


MORNING SESSION. 


On Saturday afternoon there 
was 


gathered at the town a very representa- 
tive gathering of farmers, from our own 
town, from Clarksburg and two from Wil- 
liamstown. 
Quite a sprinkling of ladies 


was in the audience. 


Hon. Obed Hall of ouaivillage extended 


to tbe board a very hearty welcome to 
our town and was chairman of the after- 
noon session, which was opened after tbe 
address of welcome, by Mr. Vail Pomfret 
his subject being "Breeding and Care of 
the Dairy Cow." He claimed the dairy 
cow must be developed and can be as much 
as a horse can be developed in speed. The 
management of a milch cow required as 
great skill as that required to get the 
greatest speed out of a bone in fitting it 
for the track. He was much in earnest 
regarding having no change of milkers- 
He spoke of grass and corn supple- 
mented by a judicious use of grain, 
especially recommending cotton need, 
gluten and wheat products. 'Bran was 
foremost as compared with cost. He em- 
phasized our location for dairy products 
being the best m tbe stole ae we have a 
flne market near the city. 


P. C. Williams of Coventry made his 


first visit to our town with the board and 
gave a very strong and pleasing address in 
favor of the king of all crops, the corn 
crop, and showed it could be raised as 
cheaply and economically in sections of 
Vermont as any part of the United States, 
and showed all present that it was an 
absolute necessity to have a silo in order 
to most economically handle the crop and 
get the greatest amount of food contained 
into the machine—the cow. 


Mr. V. I. Spear of Bralntreo thought 


that where it could be had without cost 
and not far to haul, apple cider pumice 
paid well to put into a silo. In fact be 
considered apple ensilage much better 
than unpressed apples. 


EVENtNO SE6SION. 


Hon. Obed Hall was chairman cf tbe 


evening session and called upon Mr. 
and Mra. Frame and Mr. Whitney, who 
uug a beautiful piece, calling forth much 
praise from those of tbe state board who 
have never heard how we are favored 
with such talent In this direction. Mr. 
Hall in introducing tbe speaker of tbo 
evening, said we had very many of the 
good things, and among them was that 
we were located so that we had an an- 
nual meeting of the board of agriculture, 
owing to the chairman, Hon. J. O. San- 
ford, being our townsman, aud suggested 
tha.t there is a probability of our town's 
being honored by Mr. Santord's being our 
next governor of Vermont, whicb called 
forth great applause. 


V. I. Spear of Braintree spoke for an 


hour on the "Personal Management of 
the Farm." The main thing is to discard 
Old ideas and come down to meet the cir- 
cumstances existing today. He empha- 
sized the fact that it is just as necessary 
for one intending to be a farmer to have 
a broad, thorough education as ior any 
vocation in life, in fact, a more diversi- 
fied education is required. How to keep 
young men on the 1'arm. Show them its 
honest opportunities; the farm not only 
produces the food of the world but it ha8 
always produced the men of the world. 
He emphasized as farm products in addi- 
tion to dairy, sheep, poultry, fruit and 
especially maple sugar. Vermont pro- 
duces twenty of the flity million poutias of 
maple sugar in the United States, and 
it can easily double this product. 


As Hon. J. O. Sanford was introduced 


he was welcomed with a hearty cheer 
from the audience and, although it was 
late and he tried to be excused, the au- 
dience insisted on hearing him. He spoke 
briefly on his theme: "Manure audits 
Application to tbe Soil." He said ill sub- 
otanoe: The question of fertility is the 
basis of success. We feed the plant to 
feed the animal, to feed the plant to 
again feed the animal, etc. Hence the 
necessity of saving every particle of plant 
food as it leaves the aiimal or we rob the 
plant. Vermont pays f225,000 a year for 
commercial fertilizers and wastes $1,000, 
000 a year of plant food through lack 
of care. If all is saved each cow makes 
about f30 worth of fertility each year. 
Let us get into right methods ot saving 
at once and Vermont farming will pay. 


Mr. Sanford wanted Mr. Spear to speak 


on tuberculosis and gave w»y for that. 
He took the ground that it should be 
stamped out and that it is spreading rap- 
idly. He also admitted later that 100 per- 
sons might use milk from a diseased cow 
with no bad effccts,yet he should be afraid 
for the next one. Doctor McDonell of 
North Adams was present and,being called 
upon responded, to the enjoyment of all 
the audience. The doctor is always a 
welcomed npeaker at Stamford. Among 
other things he spoke of the economy of 
fighting this disease in Vermont as com- 
pared with Massachusetts. It is costing 
only about fifty cents per head for cows 
tested in Vermont, as compared with $3 a. 
head in Massachusetts. 
The institute was closed by singing 
"America." The attendance in tbe even- 
ing was very latge and showed gicat in- 
terest in the work of the board, and ex- 
tended a vote of thattks to them for again 
favoring Stamford with their presence.

Mr. Bailey (Dem., Tex.) 


Bought to prove that gold had depreciated 
within the last 30 years, saying that 1C 
this- was true the opponents of silver 
would havn nothing to stand on, as the 
basis of their contention was that gold 
was stable. He had no special preference 
for either gold or silver, but desired that 
which was most stable. 


Mr. MeCleary (Rep., Minn.) said he 


would endeavor to answer the statements 
made by his colleague, Mr. Townc. Ha 
used the maps employed by Mr. Towne 
last week, and asserted that they did not 
bear out the freo silver arguments of his 
colleague. 


At the night session the general debate 


on the free coinage substitute bill was 
more poorly attended than any of its pre- 
decessors. 
The galleries were 
almost 


empty, and there were but seven members 
on the floor. Mr, Biiighaiu (Hop., Pa.), in 
opposition to the senate free coinage sub- 
stitute, predicted another 8100,000,000 bond 
issue unless somo legislation was enacted 
covering gold redemption of greenbacks. 
The only two other speakers—Wood (Rep., 
111.) and Gardner (Rep., N. J.)—were 
against the substitute. At 9 o'clock, for 
want of more speakers, the honse took B 
recess until today. 


, Koiitlno IlualucM In the Senate. 


It was expected that the tariff bill would 


come up la the senate yesterday, Mr. Mor- 
rill, chairman o( the finance committee, 
having given notice of a motion to that 
effect. But the subject was not. mentioned 
during the dny, and the entire session was 
£iven to routine business. 


The consideration of the urgent deficiency 


bill was resumed. The item of $210,- 
000 for salaries of judges nud officers of 
the federal courts in-the Indian Territory 
brought out a protest from Mr. Chandler. 
Two of the judges (Springer and Kllgore) 
are ex-members of congress, and hod gone 
to the Indian Territory "with all the ex- 
travagant notions engendered by life in 
Washington and membership in a billion- 
dollar Democratic congress." Mr. Chand- 
ler said ho was not yet prepared to make 
charges, but he believed from letters re- 
ceived that all is not as it should Ls in tho 
administration of Indian courts. 


Mr. Chandler also criticized the growing 


expenditures under the department of jus- 
tice. These had trebled in 10 years, with 
little increase in business. 
Tbo senator 


pointed out that tho last congress—Demo- 
cratic in both branches, and with a Demo- 
cratic president—had appropriated {675,000 
for United States marshals, and made it 
necessary to provide (1,100,000 for deficien- 
cies for United States marshals. 
Mr. 


Chandler declared that the fee system. Was 
responsible for the growing extravagance 
of federal court officers. He spoke of con- 
spiracies in Alabama, South Carolina and 
elsewhere to get up fraudulent prosecu- 
tions to swell fees of officers. 


This brought Mr. Tillman (Dem.. S. C.') 


to his feet for a characteristic speech. He 
agreed with Mr. Chandler that the fee sys- 
tem was wrong. A supreme court judge 
had recently pointed out that court offi- 
cials were encouraged to get up fictitious 
prosecutions. There is a class of habitual 
witnesses in the south. They do nothing 
but cam 
witness fees, going around 


"bamboozling" negroes and getting them 
to prosecute fictitious coses. When South 
Carolina had the fee system for local jus- 
tice courts the dockets were loaded with 
chicken stealing cases. 


Ezpenaivn Government System. 


Mr. Sherman spoke of the enormous 


cost of our governmental system, which 
arusc in part from tho complication of ap- 
propriation bills, and nrged that the 
budget system in use in England was far 
simpler tlmu that of tlie American, aud 
could be profitably adopted. 


Mr. Vest spoke of the "robbery and 


plunder" practiced by United States mar- 
shals in order to earn fees. There wore 
coteries and rings of these marshals who 
make it a trade to go around arresting 
men and dragging them hundreds of miles 
to jail, not for Ihe purpose oE justice, but 
to swell marshals' fees. 


The deficiency bill was then laid aside, 


and Mr. Hale called up tho bill making 
Fob. 12 (Lincoln's birthday) a national 
holiday. He said it would bo an appro- 
priate and graceful oct to pass tho meas- 
ure (in tho anniversary of Lincoln's birth. 


Mr. Hill (Dem., N. Y.) sold he had in- 


tended to oilW an amendment making the 
birthday of Andrew Jackson a legal holi- 
day, bat in order not to interfere with this 
measure he would submit his bill separ- 
ately. Tile bill was about to pass when 
Mr. Hawlcy (Rep.. Conn.) remarked that 
he did nor, wi»h to serin ungracious iu 
such n matter, but he was of the opinion 
that tho limit of national holidays was 
about reached.

-Wizard Edison's Experiments. 


OBAKQB, N. J., Feb. 13.—Edison contin- 


ues his experiments with Roentgen rays, 
and, although many of his experiments 
were unsuccessful, he. is as enthusiastic! as 
ever, and declares he will try photograph- 
Ing a brain as soon as he secures rays 
strong enough to euit his purpose. 
The 


most important discovery made by him 
was that the flickering notlceables in the 
fluorescent tubes is controlled by the vac- 
uum in the glass bulbs and not by the 
force fluctuation of the electric current, as 
has been suppos'ed. This discovery was 
made by placing two tubes on the same 
circuit, when in one the fluorescence flick- 
ered considerablfS'nd the others remained 
steady. Edison proposes to try it the rays 
can ba sent over a telephone wire, placing 
the diaphragm of one receiver in front of 
a tube and a receiver at the other eud of 
the wire in an adjoining room, in front of 
a sensitized plate. If the experiment is 
successful, he says the possibilities of the 
application of the rays will be immense, 
and may include a practical device for 
sending pictures by telegraph. 


Bicycle Classes Abolished. 


BALTIMORE, Feb. 13.—All classes here- 


tofore recognized by the League of Ameri- 
can Wlieelmen were abolished at yester- 
day's session of the national convention, 
and cycle riders are now in exactly the 
same category as are all other athletes 
and sportsmen. In the future the league 
will recognize no grades of amateurs. 
Any rider who does not live strictly up to 
the rules governing 
non-professional 


sports will be placed in the ranks of the 
professionals. This result was reached t>y 
the repeal of all the clauses iu the league 
constitution creating classes "A" and 
"B," aud defining the status of the men 
who formerly belonged to them.

One ot the latest 'dodges' 
is to cut down a veteran's pension and 
theo issue a new certificate at the reduced 
rate, advertising it in the newspapers of 
the country as a 'reissue/ Reissue, in- 
deed I 


"It is fast becoming the opinion of all 


fair-minded people that service pensions 
are the only, if not the best, way out of 
the difficulty. 


Object* to Confederate Monument. 


"During the past year, as you all know, 


I have had occasion to call your attention, 
and incidentally the attention of the en- 
tire country, to the dedication of a Con- 
federate monument in the city of Chicago. 


"The lessou taught by the monument is 


an erroneous one. The &tntuo of a Confed- 
erate soldier \vhieh they placed upon it, in 
rags, with waited body, intended as an 
implication that our government mal- 
treated its prisoners, Is a standing false- 
hood, nnd the dedication of the memorial 
upon a day which we have set apart fur 
memorial services In honor of our fallen 
comrades, wus an Insult to every man who 
wore blllu. 


"Do not let them use this monument at 


Chicago as au entering wed^e for other 
cities of tho loyal north. We may join 
with them in extolling the heroism of the 
people of the south, but we must nut bo 
usked to contetiauec or .to palliate tlie 
gigantic crime which they committed m 
seeking the ilestruetiou of the onion, or 
to allow attempts to d^tort the facts of 
history to so unrebuked. 


"If they are. 'is loyal as they say they 


arc, let them forsake the errors of the past., 
and not seek to perpetuate them; lot them 
acknowledge that they were wrong, and 
join with us and all true Americans in 
building the grandest nation of the world 
upon the foundation which our fathers 
laid. One flag, and tiiat tho dta.s. ami 
Stripes, is enough fur all. 


"The histories now in use iu ma y 


schools in the north, as well us tho sour t, 
are wrong in many particulars. I sng:; t 
that the incoming council of admiiusri - 
tion look into this important matter of 
erroneous histories used as text Looks IB 
our public schools."

Objection being made in the houso 
to the reduction to 3 cents because of the 
difficulty of making change, he inserted 
in the bill .a section authorizing the coin- 
age of the silver 3-cont piece, which re- 
mained until repealed by the coinage law 
of 1873.
